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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
The Restriction of 06/01/2005 is made Final. 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Product Dispensing Controlled by RFID Tags. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(B) as being anticipated by 
US Patent No. 6,098,879 to Terranova. 

3. With regard to claim 13, broadly interpreted, Applicant requires a container 
having a volatile, a holder for retaining the container, and an RFID tag controlling the 
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dispensing of the volatile. Column 18, lines 35-65, disclose a transponder system, or 
RFID tag, where upon interrogation and authorization, gasoline is dispensed. Gasoline 
constitutes a volatile. In addition, gas is dispensed from a container, which is buried or 
held in the earth. Column 20, lines 18-30, teach the specific use of RFID tags for 
dispensing, and column 28, lines 25-57, teach added functionality of a transponder 
system for dispensing gasoline. 

4. As for claim 16, inherently, gas stations have multiple pumps, which in turn are 
connected to multiple tanks or containers, each of which can be accessed through RFID 
technology for the purpose of dispensing fuel. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



5. Claims 14, 15, 17, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
